Germany Rearming 

Tlie fact that Germany was reaim- 
iJng^sJWjlUcewlse cited as a menace 
iTOBiBg pf the world. The'Storm- 
E?^!^' who are trained in 
Sion, could in very short 
time be welded into formidable mili- 
tary units. The military spirit that is 
being fostered among the youth, is 
another definite threat to world sta- 

bUity. •iifft:- 

Qaeea'sOm^MB^^I^ 
Eric Morris, of Queeja's^frmo^en 
rose to uphold the negative, remarked 
, that it was indeed a difficult task to 
prove that one single nation, alone, is 
a menace to ,tbe peace of the, world, 
lie pointed out that.it was thé Allied 
nMtons. and not-Oernuuiy^^^ioi.w 'ere 
at fault. While Qeimany wiS^ealccn- 
•d VersfiUW' the other nations con- 
tiiuied arming, France particularly, un- 
til Germany lost patience, and under 
Hitler has begun to demand the equal- 
ity which she bislieves tb' be hers by 
right.' . The speaker described the new 
spirit that pervaded Germany, and in- 
sisted that every German believed that 
war now would be suicidal. As a mlU- 
tary' power, he added, Germany is; far 
from being a menace. 

■Gennany Desperate 
The second speaker for the Govern- 
ment, John Winston Kerr, stated that 
Germany was a menace to world peace 
because she had been wronged. She 
is desperate and will try desperate 
He then went on to show 
doctrine 

was leading the minds of the people 
towards war. Two years ago, Britain, 
and most of the world for that matter, 
hadjbecraie actually pro German. But 
thèfi^vènt of Hitler and Naciism has 
changed that. "Germany," he con- 
cluded, yhy her very sphit, is a men- 
ace to world peace." 

Treaty Unfair 
Robert Young, of Queen's, was the 
second speaker on the Opposition. He 
pointed out that Germany's internal 
problems were occupying the bulk of 
her attention. Unemployment, and 
Communism have been the vital prob 
Icms to be dealt with. The parliamen- 
tary system had given 'way, and was 
displaced by a dictatorship, which has 
attempted to unify the nation. ' The 
kernel of the whole trouble is to be 
found in the Treaty of Versailles, he 
added. "Germany," the speaker said, 
"is trying to survive, not at the ex- 
pense of other peoples, but in spite of 
them." 

In his rebuttal. Premier Hasler 
reiterated the fact that "'Hitler speaks 
with two voices" and that the Opposi- 
tion chose to present only the one side 
of his utterances. He admitted that 
Gernaay had been forced to become a 
menace, but saw significance In the 
faet that last year the Krupp Works 
In Holland saw fit to engage 50,000 
new workers. 

Judges' Decision 

While the Judges, the Rev. Mr. BuT' 
toyne, and the Hon. A. K. Huggeson 
retired to consider their decision,

VIessrs. Armstrong And Wal« 
lace Take Opposite Sides 
Of Question In Debate 

AT LABOUR CLUB 

C.C.F. Declared Party Of 
Future, Despite Pk«8ent||| 
Difficulties In Way 

The feasibiUty and advisability of 
establishing the C.OF. Pwty in power 
in the Government was the Subject of 
a debate held last nig^ht at the Labour 
Club. Mr. Max Amutnmg, nnnber 
of the COS", executive upheld the af- 
firmative, while he was opposed by 
Mr. Wallace, graduate of ^t. mnools 
Xavier College of Antlgonlsh, Nova 
Scotia. No dedsion was rendered. 

Mr . .. AtniBlTO ng opened the debate 
with^atmiltiBS^ of his faith ta the 
CO J*, and stated hia reaoom for this 
belief. He said that In spite of Its 
many Imperfections the C.OJ*. was 
party.of the future; thai it win become 
a national party of wciaUsm able to 
establish à co-operative commonwealtb 
in Canada; , He admits that there are 
many <lifflcultles:in 'the way. ■ For In- 
stance, he says that it is a possibility 
that their plan of campaign may be 
taken over by the capitalists, as has 
happened many times in history. 
History Traced 

He then gave a brief history of the 
socialistic paiÙM^jHe spoke of two 
parties, thelSauaOlan Social movement 
and the Soèlal Democrat party. He 
said that they did good work in their 
time, work that was necessary, but it 
made no deep impression on the people 
of Canada. - 

The Russian RevoIutioD : produced a 
great ferment In Canada. Some of the 
more radical put of the population 
wished to copy revoli\tlon exacUjr, and 
formed a party for. that purpoK^§;M; 
Aimstrong cïôled It folly to Imposé a 
given line of action on s people, total, 
ly different In every respect, simply 
because it had worked for that par. 
ticular country. He clahned that the 
ciCF» would apply the sphdt of other 
socialistic , movements, the spirit that 
glyesito.every mah the right- to live and 
proviiâès the: necessaries of that life 
which are at present denied to him, 
but he did not think that their meth- 
ods of working should be applied to 
our peculiar conditions. 

Situation Grave 

Mr. Wallace, who upheld the ncga^ 
tive, began by emphasizing the gravity 
of the situation tpday. He said, that 
the present system is now crashing, 
and that this is no time to trust to 
the uncertain cwrier, the C.CF. He 
went on to say tiiat ,. this movement 
does not look ahead, ti»^,^^^ntcnt 
to leave future problems'^toftMîiuture, 
or in other words, it does not; face 
reality. 

He then stated that the Communist 
Party has a definite program to offer, 
based on the theories of Karl Mane, 
and proved by experience. He also 
said that where we have a common 
problem, the evils of capitalism, we 
can treat It. in a similar manner, 

He claims that the peopde should be 
trained to meet the armed forces of 
the capltaUsts, Instead of allowing 
themselves to be ruthlessbr„vkllled.. As 
an iUiistratlon of the uselessness 
peaceful methods, that Is. the ballot' 
box, he describes the Germany of to 
day.

L. Craig, graduate student in Liter- 
ature. The two main theories, 
stated the speaker, aï'e the Indivi- 
dual and communal, and she then 
went on to . describe these >and 
ballads in fuU. ; 

nn the' first case, those who be- 
lieve this theory, say that a mins- 
trel «■ poet, wrote tiie .'ballads, and 
then they passed Into the folk- 
mind- The second theory is that 
the people themselves made up 
these .songs as they worked— Habi- 
tants," Steve^oreB, Oow-boys etc. 
Happenings of dally lif^'are drama- 

' tlzed by local tradition. Hill-blUys 
make up their own sotigs. In Ken- 
tucky are certahi groups who use 
Shakespearean Englidi, and sing 
old English ballads, 'such as Bar- 
bara Allen; Three, aiul. seven are 
nui^an^^hlch occurj|^overEur- 

f ope|;:TÏië^feuiàds lijl^ally^^ntain. 
refrains and repetition. This char- • 
acterlstlc is not confined to any 
one country. They are simple to 
create , and hence there are great 
similarities in them. All of this 
supports 1)16 second theory of 
ballad-origin. 

Sitoilarltles cannot be explained 
byrfirst theories, for ff thw^^ were 
bomwlngs, it could only be done 
by literary men, and these ballads 
are only folk-lore. . 

Miss Craig explained liow she 
first became interested in ballads 
due to her teaching experience, 
Her pupils were mostly foreigners, 
and they broiight her their ballads. 
Most of ;;^thém had - never been 
; translated;^-; ' • . ■ ■ 

Mftny ballads have a morbid 
tinge, while many deal with super- 
natural agencies and domestic 
strife.' Those that sing of battles 
> such as the Border Ballads are also 
famous. 

Probably the origin of the ballads 
is botmd up with the dance, as 
ballads were always sung as an 
accompaniment to the, dancing. 
♦ * - ♦ •■■ 

Russian ballads are mostly 
heroic songs. | They too, follow 
various cycles just like the English 
Dance Cycle. Tlie heroes are 
strong, <lark, ,and rather unethical 
men as a rule. The lyrics from the 
Ukraine are by far the most in- 
teresting. However,.there has been 
'a dearth of interest of late in the 
ballads in Russia and during the 
IHut ten years they liave occupied 
only a minor place. 

-Miss Craig stated that she had 
a few Italian ballads but' these con- 

' talned no striking pccularltics and 
followed the usual run of ballads. 
The Polish ballads on the other 
hand express mostly a religious 

. sentiment, due to the luifortunate 
history of these people. These re-"- 
llgious ballads arc rather monoton- 
ous and are of little- interest. There 
arc some rollicking, drinking songs, 
but these are few In number. • 
There is a constant reference to . 
orphans and step-mothers In the 

' V Polish balliad, a feature '. which is 
common to most European ballads. 
A Croatian orphan ballad is the 
best known and is extremely 
pathetic. . ■ ■ ,

White Man Can 
Become Negro 
In Near Future 

New York, N.Y.— Scientists have been 
trying fjn^^Mu^mU^um Negroes 
into wh1^fttut!lè^lo«5w:though they 
would have a betteir chance of success 
if they triéd the reverse, recent experi- 
ments indicate. 

Only slight differences in skin con- 
dition, which should not prove insur- 
mountable difficulties, prevent whites 
from turning black. Dr. Marc A. Grou- 
bard, research assistant in the zoology 
department in Columbia University. 
. DesoribeS; Skin Pigmentation 

"The Skin; of the .white man has the 
capacity for producing -Negro pigment 
under different conditions," Dr. Orau- 
bard, e^FPlainind liis work, asserted 
"This happens in certain diseases, 
such as. Addison's disease (in which 
the skin becomes deeply pigmented) 
and certain kinds of tumors are. black." 
"Results' obtained over a period of 
several years, the zoologist stated, have 
led him to believe "that white skin, 
contains- certain inhibitbig conditions 
that Negroes do not have." 

Discussing the problem, which he 
declared' was one found in all races, 
he explained that, all skin contains 
"the pigment-producing substance and 
on enzyme or organic catalyst , (a sub- 
stance that aids or retards a cheinical 
changé without' being used up in ttie 
change." ' • ' 

"At first," ho said, "it was assumed 
that the reaction in whites was pre- 
vented by some definite substance, 
but we have not been able to find 
any chemical responsible. We there- 
fore assume that .itcls;soine^mlitlon.' 
Dlsciainis Pm«'%blte^^ 

"Incidentally, there is no such thing 
as, a 'white' race. It is really 'gray,' 
for everyone has a' certain amount of 
pigment. The pigment of white skin 
is merely less concentrated than : that 
of the Nègro." 

The bulk of the experimental work 
carried out here and at the 'University 
of Manchester in England, where Dr 
Graubard -worked for two years on a 
National Research Council Fellowship 
was done;,with flies. 

"The problem of color and its pro- 
duction, which is the most variable 
characteristic of different races, is 
the same in a great many different 
anhnals.- Hence, I can apply what I 
find out about flies .. and mice to 
man' and others," he declared.

"Results ' obtained with files have 
been very' good. Mice, however, have 
not been as good, due to the difficul- 
ties of separating the pigment from 
the sklr^ and. hah:.
